THE SCHOOL LEVY. 


The citizenship of Ada has always been strongly in favor 
of good schools and from the infancy of the town the school 
system has been given hearty support. However, with a state 
fund of insignificant proportions, it is plain that the major 
part of the revenues must be raised by local taxation. 
Tuesday the voters of the Ada school district will pass on 
the question of an additional 10-mill levy above the regular' 
5 mills, and on their decision depends the fate of the school 
system for another year. Without this tax the term would 
probably extend over about four months and with such a short 
term the grade of teachers possible to be secured would;be of 
a class that would mean the utter waste of the money paid 
them for such services as they could render. 
The citizens of Ada cannot afford to go backwards. Of 
course schools cost more than they did twenty years ago, but 
more is demanded of the teachers in the way of preparation 
and qualifications than in that day, hence it is not possible to 
secure competent teachers on the pittances they once existed 
on. 
In this connection the Ada schools have advanced rapidly 
within the past few* years, practically all of the teachers now* 
being graduates and a large per centage of them holders of 
degrees. Since other places pay larger salaries than Ada, it is 
evident that there is no extravagance in that score. Ada has a 
well managed system of schools and no worse calamity could 
befall the town than to have anything happen that would hurt 
the schools. The proposed levy is a matter of necessity to the 
district.

Payne 
probably had no idea that his little song would immortalize 
him, but this it has done. His memory would long ago have 
faded from the world but for this composition expressing the 
feelings of one who had seen the world and found no satis­ 
faction anywhere equal to that in a humble cottage amid 
congenial surroundings.
